One of the prisoners 
was a German military expert who 
had commanded a Peruvian army 
in a recent war with a neighboring 
country. 


Spears reported that when the 


North Americans first arrived in 
Peru nearly two years ago they 
were greeted with hard words and 
flying rocks. 
Bu tpublic opinion 
turned in favor of the visitors after 
a few months, he said. 


Talara is on the desert coast of 


Peru in full view of the towering 
snow-caped Andes mountains, and 
the soldiers slept under blankets at 
night even in summer, Spears re- 
ported.

ning a jailbreak. Sentenced to 30 
days for being drunk and disor- 
derly and resisting arrest, the man 
in Cell 38 was completing the 
Iwenly-eighlh day of his term.

This unless was just what he 


was in two minds about, although 
he had been debating the matter 
since the first day of jail. Even a 
prisoner retains some say in the 
mailer of his disposal, a negative 
say, but nonetheless real. Of this, 
the man in Cell 38 was well aware. 
In order to keep this say of his 
very much alive, he had with con-

plinary prolongation of his sen- 
tence completely a mailer of his 
choice. 


"One more infraclion of the 


rules," the warden had warned 
him. after the last performance, 
"and you get a 15-day stretch 
added to your 30. Now you don't 
want that, do you?" he had added 
wilh rough kindliness. "Behave 
yourself and don't be stupid." 


Whatever else he may have 


been, the man in Cell 38 was c:cr- 
lainly not slupid. But the warden 
did not know thai. 


"Take that release and get out 


of here!" desire urged insistently. 


"Beller not," reason 
replied. 


"Safer lo lie low a couple of weeks 
more. THEY are afler us." 


"THEY'LL be after us two weeks 


from now, just as hard." 


"Not quite so hard. They're 


bound to slack c/r a bit. Mean- 
while, what better place to hide 
from the police than in a jail?" 


"Unless Ihey think of it them- 


selves." 


"They may," reason gravely ad- 


mitted. "No guarantee." 


"But they won't think of look- 


ing in jails till they've been 
stumped a while. Now they're still 
thrashing coverts and 
drawing 


blank. Presently they'll sit down 
and think. Say a couple of weeks 
more for all this. 
Then, if they 


start jail-combing, we'll be out- 
side." 


With that the man in Cell 38 


sprang from the bunk, strode to 
the door and began to pound, rat- 
tle, shake and kick it, bellowing 
the while, "Let me out of here 
Let me out of here!"

ning a jailbreak. Sentenced to 30 
days for being drunk and disor- 
derly and resisting arrest, the man 
in Cell 38 was completing the 
Iwenly-eighlh day of his term. In 
another 48 hours he would be re- 
leased unless , . . 


This unless was just what he 


was in two minds about, although 
he had been debating the matter 
since the first day of jail. Even a 
prisoner retains some say in the 
mailer of his disposal, a negative 
say, but nonetheless real. Of this, 
the man in Cell 38 was well aware. 
In order to keep this say of his 
very much alive, he had with con- 
siderable foresight already perpe- 
trated two outbreaks of prison 
misbehavior, each of carefully cal- 
culated duration and intensily, 
which had left release or disci- 
plinary prolongation of his sen- 
tence completely a mailer of his 
choice.

Now you don't 
want that, do you?" he had added 
wilh rough kindliness. "Behave 
yourself and don't be stupid." 


Whatever else he may have 


been, the man in Cell 38 was c:cr- 
lainly not slupid. But the warden 
did not know thai. 


"Take that release and get out 


of here!" desire urged insistently. 


"Beller not," reason 
replied. 


"Safer lo lie low a couple of weeks 
more. THEY are afler us." 


"THEY'LL be after us two weeks 


from now, just as hard." 


"Not quite so hard. They're 


bound to slack c/r a bit. Mean- 
while, what better place to hide 
from the police than in a jail?" 


"Unless Ihey think of it them- 


selves." 


"They may," reason gravely ad- 


mitted. "No guarantee." 


"But they won't think of look- 


ing in jails till they've been 
stumped a while. Now they're still 
thrashing coverts 
and 
drawing 


blank. Presently they'll sit down 
and think. Say a couple of weeks 
more for all this. Then, if they 
start jail-combing, we'll be out- 
side."

sprang from the bunk, strode to 
the door and began to pound, rat- 
tle, shake and kick it, bellowing 
the while, "Let me out of here 
Let me out of here!"

For 
whoever controls Germany in the 
post-war period will have effectual 
control of the balance of power in 
Europe — the power for peace or 
war. 


The answer is obviously this: 


Neither Britain nor Russia alone is 
going to be permitted to reform 
defeated Germany. That is a job 
for the council of Ihc United Na- 
tions. And whoever atlcmpls lo 
play a lone hand, turning'the sacri- 
fices of the whole world to his own 
nation's advantage, will have Ihe 
resl of the world to fighl. Under 
such dismal circumslances World 
War No. 2 could go on indefinitely 
—for il is easier lo finish Ihis war 
once and for all than to rest merely 
a few years and then have to mo- 
bilize again lo finish Ihe job.

day to deny reports Marshall had 
been picked for world command of 
the Anglo-American forces. In fact, 
he admitted there had been what 
he called some leaks in prominent 
places. 


Probably ten per cent of the top 


officials in Washington leak badly, 
Mr. Roosevelt declared, although 
the other 90 percent are, as he put 
it, damn good eggs. 


The chief executive said 
there 


was no news now on Marshall's 
status, but he explained that when 
he said there was no news on a 
subject at this time that might 
mean there would be news two 
weeks from now, or a month or ten 
months from now. Or 
it might 


mean, he said, that no decision had 
been made. 


Obviously, the president assert- 


ed, he could not say anything about 
the Marshall 
reports. 
Then 
he 


asked: 


Who's going to time the giving 


out of a proposed transfer? Is the 
Congress going to do it? No. It will 
be done when the time is ripe. 
There may be discussion 
about 


transfers without any decision hav- 
ing been made. That is a perfectly 
natural thing. 


Mr. Roosevelt read to reporters, 


with obvious relish, excerpts from 
two editorials in the New York Her- 
ald Tribune. 
One 
editorial

mountain strongholds in six days 
of heavy fighting, were in general 
retreat, leaving the Allies in com- 
plete possession of 
the 
Sorrento 


peninsula, Which separates the Bay 
of Naples from the Gulf of Salerno.

.remely stong mountain positions 
at dawn yesterday, and by noon 
ad captured Nocera, vital road 
center at the beginning of : the 
coastal plain leading to Naples. 


Castllammare, important 'naval 


>ase on the southern shore of the 
Bay of Naples, also fell quickly in- 
o Allied hands as the Germans 
withdrew in a flight that may not 
cease until they reached the river 
Ventura line, well north of Naples'. 


(In London, the 
authoritative 


British Press Association said it 
iad learned Fifth Army forces had 
entered historic Pompei at the foot 
of smoking Vesuvius and only 13 
airline miles from-the heart of 
Naples.) 


The breakthrough on the extreme 


western end of the front extend- 
ng across Italy from Coast.. to 
caost was accompanied by a gen-

American 
troops on the 
Fifth 


Army's right flank smashed their 
way six miles northward; against 
crumbling enemy opposition and 
were within seven miles of Ayel- 
ino,

ions East of Naples. 
The capture of Avellino 
would 


constitute a threat to i any German 
effort to make a new stand any- 
where east or south of Naples. 


The British Eighty army mean- 


while wiped out the deep salient on 
its western flank, previously re- 
ported, and established a straight 
line between San Angelo and Malfi, 
while along the Adriatic Gen. Sir 
Bernard L. Montgomery's 
forces 


stormed northward from 
Marg- 


lerita Di Savoia and occupied the 
;own of Zappanetta on the gulf of 
Manfredonia, due east of the great 
Foggia air base. 


British troops on the 
extreme 


southwest end of the Allied front 
oegan the final shove against the 
enemy in the mountain line north 
and northwest of Salerno and en- 
countered the bitterest kind 
of 


fighting at the town of Sala which 
already had changed hands many 
limes in recent weeks of the fur- 
ious struggle. 


This lime Clark's troops seized 


it for keeps and swept on triumph- 
antly. The Germans, realizing any 
further attempt to make a stand 
in that area was futile, began to 
retrea-t. 


Reports from the front empha- 


sized the enemy's withdrawal was 
orderly and there was no sugges- 
tion the Allies were taking 
any 


largely numbers of prisoners. 


The Germans appeared to have 


realized far ahead of time that 
they must ultimately yield before 
the sledgehammer blows and ac- 
cordingly made plans well in ad- 
vance for a swift retreat. 


On the Eighth Army front a mili- 


tary spokesman reported German 
parachute troops who were captur 
ed complained bitterly their only 
job had been to fight a rearguard 
action. One said only 17 men were 
left in his company as the result 
of recent fighting. 


With the advance moving ahead 


from the south and east, there was 
adequate evidence that Field Mar 
shal Albert Kesselring long ago de< 
cided Naples would be undefend- 
able once the heavy, drawn - out 
mountain fighting ceased. 


The capture of 
Castellammare 


gives the Allies a valuable ship- 
ping center and naval base cap 
able of handling warships up to 
330 feet long. The town has a popu 
lation fo 45,000.

Drafted in Octobes 
Little Rock, Sept. 29 — (fp>—prig. 


Gen. 'E.-Jj. Compere, State Selec- 
tive Service director, predicted to- 
day that October quotas of mpst 
Arkansas draft boards would be 
composed from 25 to 50 per pent 
oJ! Pre-Pearl Harbor fathers. 
Compere said the total number 


of fathers it will be necessaiy to 
call in October could not be deter- 
mined .until all local board man- 
power inventories were completed. 
He added that incomplete reports 
indicated all boards would have to 
draft some fathers. 


The percentage of father-draftees 


after October will increase, Com- 
pere said. He predicted that by 
the first of the year, the majority 
of calls would be filled by fathcis.
